The recotion In the stock market Is
ot & sign of anything outside that
market, but has set many to look for
signs  of reaction elsewhere. Buch
wigns have been hard to find. It has
been for months a woader that the
demand for products was sustalned at
rates exceeding past consumplion In
any year, noiwithstanding the general
rise In pricea continues. But the de-
mand does not appesr to abate and
the rise In prices continues. A partial
eaplanation ls that scarcely any class
of products directly consumed by In-
dividuals has advanced as much as
wages and employment of labor, With
more hands at work, more hours and
with ten to fifteen per ocent higher
wages, the galn in the purchasing
power has besn qulle bayond (he rise
of four per cent in boots and shoes
this year, or elght per cent In leather

10.% per cenl in wool, and even beyond
the rise of 17T per cent In cotton goods
malnly due to the rise of 13 per cent
In eotton.

But products ussd in manufacturing
and transporting have advianced much
mure because of the snormous increase
in the wvolume of business done and
in anticipation of businesa for the fu-
ture. Tho higher prices cause a shrink-
ing demand, other things being equal,
